Sunburn Without Heat. 


Ironworkers, glassworkers and others 


are constantly exposed to a heat of 400 
or 600 degs. F , and yet do not become 
aurned, and there can be little doubt that 
the cnormons radiation from heated rocks 
and valleys, in addition to the direct rays 
of the sun, make up an amount of heat 
far greater than is ever experienced on 
even a. very sunny snow slope, and yet 
one does not become sunburned. No doubt 
the surface of the snow reflects and dis- 
burses much heat, but certainly far less 
than it receives, as heat rays are absorbed 
and rendered latent by the snow melting 
and evaporation. Experience fully cor- 
roborates this, for one may Ho on one's 
back and freely expose the face for long 
periods, to the sun and yet remains un- 
burned. There must, therefore, be some 
one factor in sunburn than heat alone. 


In discussing the subject with Professor 


Tyndall he added the very interesting and 
significant fact that lio was never more 
burned on snow th in while experiment- 
ing with the electric light at the North 
Foreland lighthouse, where (hero was no 
heat sufficient to produce such an effect. 
1 am aware that sometimes, in peculiar 
conditions of the atmosphere, the direct 
sun's rayi will burn. I have met with 
gome singular instances where several 
persons have been burned on tlie same 
day, even in England, who had never pre- 
viously suffered in that way. I am fur- 
ther aware that sometimes, not always, 
in a dead calm on a ship's deck, one may 
be severely sunburned, and that in boat- 
ing the same may occasionally happen. 


Masks and veils have long been used as 


a protection on snow, and are more or less 
successful, brow a veils and glasses in my 
experience being the most efficient. 
As 


bearing up this I may mention that a 
friend of mine, after an ascent on snow, 
had an enormously swollen face, and I ob- 
served that In the general swelling there 
were many pits and depressions, and that 
each pit corresponded to a freckle. The 
irritating rays had been intercepted by 
the brown color of the freckle.—No cure.

We have 
a good deal yet to learn about play. We 
should have our hours for sport and re- 
laxation 
when the whole

join in games. As home education In- 
creases, and it must increase, these hours 
will be doubly necessary. I would not 
allow a child to study or read over an hour 
consecutively. Then let him play and 
exercise hij body one hour. 
At what age 


should we tease to play? If fools, we may 
stop early in lif&. Only wise people never 
ceaso to love and enjoy games. 


But the plivy room is not all. This is 


the nge of manual culture. Tho grandest 
of innovations has occurred. 
Hereafter 


education will mean the culture of the 
whole body—handcraft as well as head- 
craft. It follows that each house that is 
intended for a home should have its pro- 
vision for the education ot the hand—a 
workshop, a tool room for every member 
of the family to find his chosen occupa- 
tion. If necessary, a separate building 
should adjoin the house. Where there 
are five children there may be five separate 
occupations chosen. 
Ouo of mine prefers 


carpenters' tools and engineering, another 
printers', and a third cares mainly for 
horticulture. 


OCR SCHOOL SYSTEM FAULTY. 


I am now .advocating such household 


appurtenances 'purely on the score of 
health. Our scliool system is a blunder. 
No child should study from 9 till 12; and 
especially in rooms whero they must Bit. 
A child at study should, much of his time, 
be on his feet, or reclining if he chooses, 
and changing about. When you add th» 
books taken home for evening study, you 
have shown up our common method, 
whereby, to perfection, wo destroy the 
health, vigor, beauty a'.id character of our 
children. Every one is damaged, and the 
majority are spoiled. I insist upon play 
as a duty, as a part of life, as in fact it- 
self a part of study. A teacher of play 
would be far .more sensible than the piano 
at $2 to $4 a lesson. 


How about dancing" As a matter of 


health it Is generally of no advantage 
whatever 
It is no sooner acquired than 


night Is turned Into day, and then the 
play is carried to such extremes as to be 
disastrous. 
I have watched this nfatter 


from a phvsician's standpoint, and object 
totally to three or four hours and especially 
to six or eight, devoted to hilarious danc- 
ing, and those hours the ones that nature 
devotes to sleep. There is another point 
I cannot overlook. It is the close contact 
of bodies in round dances—a contact un- 
wholesome, purely from a physical point 
of view. Tho moral effect others may 
discuss, but I object to any delicate per- 
son being borne so closely into the atmos- 
phere of grosser, coarser ones. The phys- 
ical effect is not likely to be understood, 
but it is seriously evil. I do not, there- 
fore, care for dancing, unless conducted 
as a part of home sport, as it is not likely 
to be. 


A GOOD MORAL ATMOSPHERE. 


It is, however, folly to talk of 


healthy home that is not charged with a 
good moral atmosphere 
I assure you the 


moral atmosphere is as real and tangible 
and efficient as the physical; and those 
who refuse or neglect to consider it will 
suffer accordingly. It is Impossible for 
us to have about ns, In closo intimacy, 
those of gross temperament and physical 
sensuality, and not feel the effect on our 
bodies as well as on our minds. This holds 
good, of course, of our own relation to 
ourselves. If we do not sustain a spirit 
of self-control and manly aspiration in 
our souls, our bodies are diseased as a 
consequence. 
One-half of all disease is 


the result of unsanitary mental condi- 
tions. 
Uniform honor, good faith, man 


hood, temperate desire, kindlines , will 
havo a powerful effect in sustaining vig' 
orous physical health. 


I hava a brother physician who Insists 


that if all people would keep in the best 
of humor for one hour before eating, 
during meals and for one hour after, they 
would never bo troubled with any dis 
orders of digestion, or with headaches. 
Ho is a trifle crochety, but he is not far 
from right in his valuation of good tem- 
per as a foe to dyspepsia. 
At meal tim< 


it is peculiarly important that all shoulc 
bo decorous and kindly. The fashion 01 
haste and fret at our meals^s an indica 
tion of nervous irritation, and affects 
digestion directly. But in all other ways 
a house should be delivered from the de 
structive inilnenco of immoral or unmors 
habits. An habitual scold is not only a 
disagreeable termagant, but a destroyer 
of the physical health of her children. 
The effect on moral character is tailied 
by tho effect on the features of the young. 
I'have supposed 
some to 
be nioro 


sensitive to 
moral atmosphere than 


others, but 
on larger experience I 


am satisfied that all aro Influenced in this 
way, and to their serious detriment. 
The 


art of building a healthy home is depend- 
ent upon tho art of being ourselves ptire 
hearted and honorable, generous, just and 
adaptable.—M. Maurice, M. D., b> Globe-

Some Curious Garden Designs. 


The art of the florist has made wonder- 


ful advances of lato. Thousands of per 
sons havo visited the Danvers (Mass.) hos- 
pital grounds the last few weeks. The 
object in view by the many strangers la 
to eee the marvelous flower beds designed 
and arranged by the florist and gardener, 
Etore Tassinari, which are now In prime 
condition and rival anything of their kind 
in tho United States. 


The largest design is a Chinese pagoda, 


seventeen feet high, with a dome sup- 
ported by six pillars, and an archway be- 
neath high enough to pass under without 
stooping- There are threo fountains and 
thirty varieties qf plants. 
The front of 


the base has a calendar of growing plants 
In portable boxes and the back a shield, 
flags and draperies. Florists from far and 
near have pronounced this design the best 
they ever eaw. A solar clock or sun dial 
attracts much attention, as it accurately 
tells the tiiae of day by a pole of growing 
plants placed at an angle of 47 dees, ana 
pointing to the north star. The shadow 
falls on floral numerals in the rim of a 
horseshoe shaped bed of plants. There 
are numerous beds of lesser note, and 
several photographs have been taken o* 
the principal ones.—Troy Times.

Luxuries of Ltf« In Paraguay—B«l«i of 


Bnratlfal Voma- 


Paratruay is surely one of the moat 
avored lands on earth. There no insane 
ove of gold compels the heart to quw- 
ionable deads. 
No political situation 
israsses the mind. The very atmosphere 
ireathes peace. 
Tho air is soft and 


almy, inviting to repose, and prolific 


nature, throwing about ererythiLg her 
arment of rich vegetation, supplies man 
with all he needs and beautifies all that 
us eyes rest npon. Paraguay is, indeed, 
almost a fairy land of romance, so beaut!- 
ul are its manifold attractions. 
The native portion of the population it 


a remnant of the tribe of Goaraui Indians, 
me of the loftiest tribes In the grade of 
ivilization of all the American race. But 
nothing astonishes the visitor to Paraguay 
o much as the vast preponderance of the 
'emalo over the male population. The 
iroportion Is something like nine to one. 
:his is the result of a long and very fierce 
war, in which the Guaraniana followed 
,nd supported a cruel and ambitious 
ruler through indescribable hardships and 
offerings. This war ended only with the 
leath of the man who waged It, and has 
reduced the whole population to about 
one-sixth of what it was twenty years 
ago, leaving only women and boys. These 
women (this writer continues) are as 
leautiful and fair to look upon as can be 
'ound in any part of the world. 


They are of medium height, rather 


slight and lithe, with finely molded limbs, 
small, pretty hands and feet and figures 
of matchless grace and beauty that would 
servo for models of the sculptor's art. 
Their carriage is so easy and natural as 
to be almost the poetry of motion, for the 
ireedom from high heeled boots and tight 
clothing has left their step light, supple 
and strong. Their dress is of the simplest 
'orm; a short tunic or robe not unlike a 
skirt falling to below the knees and a 
ihculder covering not unlike a shawl- 
Kith of pure white and adorned with 
jretty native lace. They are ;racefully 
worn, and bewitchingly serve to half 
reveal and half conceal the form beneath. 
In the midday siesta they are fond of 
lying languidly in their hammocks, sip- 
ping their mate and singing la their low, 
sweet voices, yet sad and with a touch of 
melancholy, the "narancaros," or songs 
of the orange gatherers, or those other 
strange, weird songs of theirs whose 
words aro all of love. Indeed, what need 
to do ought else in a land so blessed u 
theirs? 


Living entirely upon fruits and vege- 


tables that are secured with but little 
effort, unmoved by the ambitious schemes 
of tho money making Europeans, upon 
whom they look with questioning wonder, 
and possessed of languid, voluptuous 
natures that are fostered by the climate, 
what else should they do save love, and 
dance, and sing? Dancing Is their only 
pastime, and into that they throw the 
whole spirit of their joyous nature. The 
slightest excuse is all that is necessary 
for getting up a ball, at which the whole 
neighborhood at once assembles. 


The girls and women aro dressed only 


in tho robes described. The men wear 
white linen trousers and red ponchos. 
The dances are in quaint, original figures, 
but nearly always very graceful.

through the entire night, after which the 
participants will gayly return to their 
occupations, of whatsoever natuw, always 
contented, always happy.

there will be a grand contribution picnic 
at some distant point, whero the dancing 
will be kept up the round of a whole 
twenty-four hours.

ile live but to be happy through the 


velong day.

to hear that many visiting Europeans. 
Englishmen among the rest, have settled 
down In the country.

Harrowing Recitals. 


OMAHA, 
Neb., Feb. 5.—Max Meyers' 


tl tree-story building at Farnam and 
E leventh streets, occupied by Darrow & 
Logan, Mas Myers & Company's branch 
store, and S. Sellgmaai was burned out 
al jout a fortnight ago. The roofless walls 
r» mained standing and it was intended to 
repair them and add a fourth story. 
Y esterday the wind blowed a gale, and al 
tv.-o o'clock it caught tha east wall and 
blew down a portion of it on the buildings 
ailjoining with a tremendous crash. The 
structure which caught the brunt of th« 
wreck was Max Meyers' two-story brick, 
No. 1018 Farnam street. It was occupied 
in tbe main floor by P. Doyer's safe store, 
and in the second story by D. C. Dunbar's 
engraving and printing house. Adjoin- 
ing on the east was an old one-story f ram* 
ocoopied as a clothing store by E. Olson 
There was a warning—a white pnff of 
crumbling mortar, the rattling of a few 
bits of plaster—and the crash of the wall 
followed in quick succession. 


•RTien the cloud of dust blew away it re- 


vealed Dunbar's office crushed flat The 
roof, walls and stock of Olson's store 
were crushed to the ground. A shanty in 
the rear, occupied by Mrs. Hengen, was 
also wrecked. 


A fire alarm was sent in and the force 


waa c!>ued to the scene. The firemen 
with ropes sought to pull down the walls 
on the other side, and give access to those 
who were imprisoned. The street soon 
filled with curious people who did not re- 
alize that any one was hurt until they saw 
men and women crawling out of tha 
debris and others, cut and limping, 
brought out by the firemen. 


The scenes were heart-rending, and 


those who had friends in the wreck could 
hardly be kept back. Moans and tears 
were heard and seen as the bodies of the 
dead and wounded were brought out. Thf 
ruins were crowded with business men 
and men in all conditions of life who 
•worked earnestly, when they found an 
opening, to save the lives of the unfortu- 
nates. 
When the rescuers first arrived at the 


scene, the cries of Olsen ware heard in 
the northwest corner of the rnrns. Th« 
rescuers went to wurk to save the unfor- 
tunate man. Every cry from the dying 
man brought new hands to the work ot 
rescue. It required too much time, and 
gradually the cries subsided. "Whon thej 
reached him Olseu was dead. 


The body of Mike Martin. Dunbar's fire- 


man, 
was taken out from the ruins in the

The body was 


roasted and mutilated, and presented o 
shocking appearance.

of Fresh Meat. 


Since fresh meat is now transported by 


thousands of tons from North and South 
America and Australia to England and 
France, it is interesting to examine the 
ingenious processes adopted on the ocean 
steamers engaged in this business to keep 
the meat at a low temperature during the 
voyage 
The means by which this low 


temperature is maintained now consists, 
according to a French authority, of ma- 
rhines for blowing cold air into the meat 
storerooms in tho hold of the vessel, t' e 
air hem? cooled simply by expa 
j 


As every one knows, the eld fashioned 
freezing'machines employed the expan- 
sion of condensed ammonia gas as a re- 
frigerating agent, conveying the cold 
current to tho place where it was to be 
used by means of glycerine, or some 
other liquid not subject to freezing at 
ordinary temperatures. 
By tho new 


method, the air is cooled by its own ex- 
pansion, and then forced directly into the 
rooms. The air h'lrst drawn into a con- 
densing cylinder, wh'reit is compressed 
under a prepare of nbo'it fifty pounds to 
tho square inch 
T hi- Oreatly reduces its 


volume and raises 
it.-* temperature to 


nearly 800 dc-gs. T 


The neit step to carry off the surplus 


heat, which is done by means of a current 
of sea water, circulating around the con- 
denser, or ruther around a series of tubes, 
into which the air passes from the con- 
denser. To cool it still more, and cause 
the deposits of the watery vapor con- 
tamed in it, the air next passes into an- 
other series of tubes, which are exposed 
to the current of cold air returning from 
tho meat storeroom, and is then drawn 
into tho expansion cylinder 
On being 


allowed to expand here, tne temperature 
of tho air falls immediately to about 70 
dogs below zero, F., and the last traces 
of moisture are 
deposited as snow. 


Wooden tubes then convey the chilled air 
to the storerooms, which it reaches at a 
temperature of about zero, F., and after 
circulating about the roo jis is drawn back 
by an aspirating shaft to the refrigerat- 
ing machine 


The thermometer in the storerooms 


never rises to the freezing point of water, 
so the meat is kept continually frozen 
from tho day of its shipment, perhaps at 
Melbourne or tho La Plata rivor, until its 
arrival in the London docks, whore it is 
found to be indistinguishable from the 
best fresh beef and mutton 
The store- 


rooms arc protected against the entrance 
of heat by conduction from the outside 
by means of double walls and floors, 
packed with powdered charcoal.—Boston 
Budget. 


The Vast Number of "Smiths." 


Taking into consideration the vast 


number of Smiths extant In the world, 
there can be no doubc that tho name but 
seldom implies relationship. Of straight 
"Smiths' alone there are 1,508 mentioned 
iu the Directory of 18d6; these are all 
adults, acd It is reasonably certain that 
there is tuliy an equivalent number of. 
chi'dren and youths of the same name, cot 
ne-nioncd. This would make a total of 
8,010 ' Smiths " Then this is still aug- 
mented bv tho variations of the name— 
Schmidt. Smyth, Schmit, etc., until it is 
probable that there are 0,000 of that 
ubiquitous family in St. Louis alone. The 
population of bt. Louis being 400,000, it la 
evident that about one sixty-sixth of St. 
Louisans are Smiths. 


The peculiar part lies in the fact that 


it is but extremely seldom, if ever, that a 
man and woman bearing that universal 
name aro married. I have noticed this 
for years, and watched carefully, but I 
cannot remember ever having seen the 
names coupled together in tho itom of 
marriage licenses 10 the newspapers, nor 
h'xvo 1 ever U-ard of a couple, both of 
whom bore that name, being united in 
wedlock. 
They certainly marry some- 


body, for tho rarest old maid and old 
bachelor is one bearing the widespread 
name 
It wi 1 ever be a mystery why 


Smiths do not intermarry. At the pres- 
ent rate it u but a question of time when 
the niue will hc.\ o conquered the world, 
and everybody vill be named "Smith."—

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Commis- 


sioner of Pensions has informed 
the 


ieeretary of the Interior that there will 
>e a diflciency in the' amount necessary 
'or the payment of pensions for the cur- 
rent fiscal year over and above existing 
.ppropriations of about $8,000,000. 
He 


recommends tliat Congress be asked to 
appropriate this amount to prevent the 
stoppage of payment of pensions. The 
commissioner states that from July I, 
1888, 
to January 31, 1889. 84,8*2 pension 


ertiflcfttes of various kinds had been is- 
sued, which is 24,489 in excess o? the issue 
during the corresponding period of last 


ear. He says that he knows no reason 


why the same ratio of increase will not 
continue during the ensuing nva months 
of the present fiscal year. The aven»ge 
value of pensions upon the rolls is being 
increased by the granting of applications 
'or increased pensions. He states that 
the increased disbursements for pensions 
during the present year results, in fact, 
from the operations of the act of Con- 
gress of June 7,1888, granting arrears of 
tensions to widows of the war of 1861, and 
:hat of August 29, 1888, increasing the 
rate for total and partial deafness. The 
amount appropriated for army and navy 
pensions during the current year is $80,- 
473,000. 
The LUe-Slza Oil Fainting; of Abraham 


Lincoln Damaged. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The life-size oil 


painting of Abraham Lincoln which the 
ivner offers to the United States for $15,- 


000, and over the price of which there was 
so much debate in the Senate Friday 
was yesterday taken up stairs and placed 
alongside or Moran'a painting of the 
Chasm of the Colorado, on the gallery 
floor of the Senate. The picture was a 
little too large and heavy for the foroe 
handling it, and one of the results of the 
moving was the tearing of the canvas at a 
point about fifteen inches above the head 
of the portrait. About one-thirteenth of 
the eurface of the painting was damaged, 
and if the entire picture is valued at $15,- 
000, 
then the torn canvas represents a 


los« of $500. The likeness is pronounced 
by those who knew the great President 
intimately, to be remarkable, and even 
those who did not know hia. sea in the 
paintsd figure a wonderful simulation of 
life. 
The Claim ol Victor McCord Asalast 
Peru. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Considerable cor- 


respondence has been carried on of late 
between the State Department and Mr. 
Buck, the United States Minister to Peru, 
with a view to securing a 
ittlement of 


the claim of Victor McQord, an American 
citizen, against the Pernvian Government, 
for false imprisonment. He was arrest- 
ed m 1885 on a charge of being connected 
with the revolutionary movement in Peru, 
andcompeled to pay $10,003 ransom for 
his release, for which sum he filed a claim 
with tbe State Department in 1886. Ow- 
ing to the unsettled state of national 
fairs that has existed for full ten years 
in Peru, and also to the fact that the gov- 
ernment there filed serious allegations 
against ilcCord, the representations and 
demands of this country have as yet been 
of no avail. 
A Bi'l to Amend the Naturalization 


Laws. 


WASBIXOTOS, Feb. 3.—The House judic- 


iary committee yesterday completed a 
bill to amend the naturalization laws of 
the United States. It provides that no 
alien who has ever been convicted of a 
felony or other infamous crime involv- 
ing moral turpitude, anarchist and polyg- 
amist, or who can not speak the Eaglish 
language, shall be adjudged capable of 
being naturalized. Tho methods by which 
naturalization are to be acquired are sim« 
Uar to those now in foroe. False swearing 
is made punishable by a fine not exceed- 
ing $1,000, or imprisonment not exceeding 
five years, or both. A restriction is in- 
serted, limiting the right of aliens to ac- 
quire public laud to homesteads only, and 
the privilege to participate in the bene- 
fits of the naturalization laws is extended 
to Indians who renounce tribal relations.
